Imperial Oil Company to. 
Build Big Refinery at 
Calgary 


Calgary is to be the site of a big re- 
finery to be erected by the Imperial 
Oil Company with a capacity of 2,500 
to 3,500 barrels of gasolene per day, 
which will employ from 250 to 276 
people and cost $2,500,000. | 

This announcement was made in Cal- 
gary last Wedneseay after word had 
been received from the head offices of 
the Imperial in Toronto and the direc- 
tors had approved of the negotiations 


which had been carried on during the 
present month between the mayor and 
commissioners and President C. O. 
Stillman and Vice-Presidont A. M. Mc- 
Queen, of the Imperial. 

The agreement which has been drawn 
up will have to be submitted to the 
ratepayers for their approval, but it is 
not likely to meet with opposition. 

The site chosen is across the Bow 
River in the triangle formed by the 
C.P.R., G.T.P. and Bow River and ex- 
tending down the river to the C. N. R. 
tracks, 

According to the plans of the com- 
pany the Calgary plant will supple- 
ment the work of the refinery at Re- 
gina. The location of Calgary with 
the very best of prospects of oil de- 
velopment in the province, and until 
that is assured the Sunburst and Cat 
Creek fields of Montana to draw from,

The hope of the Western 
wheat farmer has been sadly 
blasted through the failure of 


wheat board plans to material- | 


ize. After offering the chair- 
manship to Stewart, Riddel, 
Wood, Rice-Jones and one or 
two others, the provincial gov- 
ernments promoting the organ- 
ization gave it up jin hopeless 
abandon, Stewart, the great 
hope, apparently was not satis- 
tied with the limited authority 
of the wheat board legislation. 
Th eorganized grain trade was 
all cocked for battle—which, by 
the way, means the bankers, 
the manufacturers, wholesalers 
and so forth, The price of 
wheat is down to 80c., but there 
has been no remarkable col- 
lapse in flour prices. Perhaps 
if the wheat crop is “eased” on- 
to the market over this early 
period the price might revert 
to around the dollar mark. 


that Premier Greenfield, who 
practically controlled the nego- 
tiations for the wheat board, 
should hold out indefinitely for 
an outstanding personality to 
fill the chairmanship of the 
proposed wheat board. If the 
farmer members of the Alberta 
legislature had done the same 
thing a little more than a year 
ago, perhaps Mr. Greenfield's 
undisputed qualities of leader- 
ship might yet be lying undis- 
covered. The Press believes 
there are dozens of men just as 
capable as any to whom the 
chairmanship was offered. A 
reasonably broad _ intelligence 
and appreciation of business 
principles is the chief attribute 
of success on that job.
